A federal mediator scheduled 
separate meetings with the two 
sides after a joint session Thurs- 
day resulted in no announced 
progress toward settlement. 


The news agency continued to 


supply its basic services In 50 
states and throughout the world, 
Including genera], state, sports 
and financial news as well as 
photos and newsfeatures. The 
work was done by executives, 
exempt employes, non-Guilds- 
men and some Guild members 
who chose not to join the strike. 


The AP, in a suit filed instate 


Supreme Court here, sought to 
enjoin 
the 
United Telegraph 


Workers from leaving their jobs 
in observance of picket lines es- 
tablished by the Guild at AP 
New York headquarters and at 
bureaus across the country. The 
•union was -ordered ' t o show 
cause today why the injunction 
should not be issued. 


The Newspaper Guild of New 


York issued a cirywide bulletin 
supporting the strike and direct- 
ing members to refrain from 
handling Associated Press copy. 
When some members refused to 
handle the copy, The New York 
Post, The New York Times and 
The Daily News filed charges of 
unfair labor practices against 
the Guild with the regional of- 
fice of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. 


The Guild represents 1,313 ed- 


itorial, photographic, clerical 
and other employes of the AP 
throughout the country. Nego- 
tiations have been under way 
for five weeks. The old contract 
expired Dec. 31, but was extend- 
ed six times until Wednesday 
night when the Guild broke off 
negotiations 
and subsequently 


called 
a 
strike for 8a.m. 
Thursday. 


The AP offered a three-year 


contract calling for a $250 week- 
ly top minimum salary for expe- 
rienced 
newsmen, 
photogra- 


phers and some other classifica- 
tlons at the start of the third 
year. The Guild's last proposal 
called for a $264 top minimum. 


Ap General 
Manager Wes 


GaUagher said the central Issue 
In the strike was the guild's de- 
mand for a modified union shop 
and that "1 believe an AP man 
should be free to join a union If 
he wants to. but I do not think 
we should coerce him to do so." 


Guild spokesmen contended 


that the modified Guild shop 
was only one of nine points still 
at issue. 


Two Guild members in De- 


troit complained to the National 
Labor 
Relations Board there 


Thursday that the Guild had 
conducted a strike vote without 
giving AP staff members full in- 
formation on bargaining devel- 
opments. The complaint also 
said the Guild members sup- 
ported a motion to ask for a na- 
tional membership vote on the 
final AP contract proposal and 
that such requests "were either 
ignored or given little consider- 
ation in the final prestrlke 
hours."

"With several hundred fed* 


erai grant programs adrnlni^ 
tered by 21 departments and 
agencies and 125 bureaus and 
divisions, we know that inef- 
ficient overlap and confusion 
have sometimes been the order 
of the day," Pryor said. 


Pryor said he hoped the com- 


missions finding would result 
"in streamlining and consoli- 
dating certain programs and in 
eliminating those that are con- 
sidered wasteful." 


No Evidence 
Flying Saucers 
Are Visitors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Uni- 


versity of Colorado scientists re- 
ported formally today there Is 
no evidence Unidentified Flying 
Objects are visitors from outer 
space and suggested dropping 
further Investigations. 


"Our genera] conclusion is 


that nothing has come from the 
study of UFO's in the past 21 
years that has added to scientif- 
ic knowledge," the scientists' 
1,485-page report said bluntly. 


The $500,000, two-year study, 


conducted for an Air Force 
weary of the "flying saucer" 
headache, said "further exten- 
sive study of UFO's probably 
cannot be justified" at this point 
In the interest of science. 


Jhe three-volume report went 
*""" with the Air For<Ser£ long- 


held position that no evidence 
exists indicating that 
UFO's 


pose a hazard to U.S. security. 
The service, however, had no 
comment on It. 


The scientists, headed by Col- 


orado's Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
acknowledged their conclusions 
are bound to stir new controver- 
sy among Qying saucer-believ- 
ers as well as other dedicated 
scientists who want to keep an 
open mind on the matter. 


One of several flying saucer 


groups— the National Investiga- 
tions Committee on Aerial Phe- 
nomena— scheduled 
a 
Friday 


news conference to discuss the 
long-awaited "Scientific Study 
of Unidentified Flying Objects." 
The group charged last May the 
Condon study lacked impartiali- 
ty. 


But the report won the "unan- 


imous approval" of a National 
Academy 
of Sciences panel 


which was asked by the Air 
Force to review It In a "further 
independent check." 


The panel found the study 
"adequate" in scope, Its "meth- 
odology and approach well cho- 
sen" and concurred in Us evalu- 
ations and recommendations. 


Among the study's 
major 


points: 


"No direct evidence whatever : 


of a convincing nature now ex- 
ists for the claim that any 
UFO's represent spacecraft vis- 
iting earth from another civili- 
zation,"

Avoid Overdosage 
Of Female Hormones

Q— I had a Pap test four 


months ago which was neg- 
ative. After 18 months with- 
out any menstrual periods I 
have had a little bleeding for 
the last two months. What 
could cause this? Is an oper- 
ation necessary?

pause are often given female 
hormones by their doctors, 
An overdose may cause uter- 
ine bleeding. If the dosage is 
properly adjusted and the 
bleeding persists some doc- 
tors recommend surgical re- 
moval of the uterus.

had a D and C to control 
uterine bleeding. How does 
this operation help? Could a 
D and C make the periods 
stop permanently. 


A— Dilation and currettage 


(scraping) of the uterus is 
done to remove polyps and 
other 
possible causes of 


bleeding. In a woman not yet 
in the menopause it would 
not cause a cessation of men- 
struation.

The late Douglas Drury 


was or may not have been 
the best bridge player in the 
world but he was mighty 
good. 
Furthermore, 
there 


never was a nicer partner 
or opponent. His principal 
contribution to bridge is the 
Drury Convention which is 
used by a great many play- 
ers. Jim uses it. Oswald 
doesn't but admits that it 
has considerable merit. 


Today's hand shows the 


Drury Convention at its best. 
The fact that North holds 
clubs for his two-club call 
is coincidental. The two-club 
bid shows heart support and 
asks partner lo rebid to two 
diamonds with a minimum 
or subminimurn, to bid two 
hearts with a sound hand or 
to jump with a really good 
opening bid. 


Hence, South's jump to 


three hearts. With a weaker 
hand North would sign off at 
four hearts but he has a 
maximum pass. True, he 
only holds three hearts but 
he has two aces and can well 
afford to bid four clubs to 
show a maximum holding 
with slam possibilities. That 
four-club bid is enough for 
South. He makes no effort to 
get to seven since it would 
be too much to expect to find 
his passed partner with the 
right cards for a grand slam. 


There is little play to the 


slam contract. All lines will 
succeed but the best is what 
South adopted. He won the 
trump l e a d 
in dummy, 


played a diamond to his ace, 
ruffed a diamond in dummy, 
returned to his hand with a 
spade, ruffed his last dia- 
mond, got back to his hand 
with his other top spade and 
drew trumps. 


Then he spread his hand 


announcing that he would 
make an overtrick in the 
event that West held the king 
and 
queen of clubs 
and 


queen of spades or five clubs 
to an honor plus that same 
queen of spades. This was a 
typical 
expert 
claim. 
He 


risked nothing by making it 
since he was going to run 
off all his trumps in any 
event and there was that 
possible s q u e e z e against 
West.

A communique issued Thur- 
day night by the South Viet- 
namese delegation said Saigon 
"will not accept any formula or 
any arrangement which confers 
on the self-styled NLF a status 
of equality with the participat- 
ing governments." 


If Saigon sticks to Its guns — 


and there is every indication it 
will —the conference cannot be 
started short of opening in the 
absence of Saigon, which Is 
highly unlikely. 


Saigon demands a clearly vis- 


ible line at any conference table 
to indicate to the world that 
there are two sides Involved, 
and not four. To accept any- 
thing less, say the South Viet- 
namese, would be to provide an 
opening for the Front to claim 
at least quasi governmental sta- 
tus.Except for "working ses- 
sions" at lower levels between 
the Americans and South Viet- 
namese, the machinery of the 
talks has been at a standstill for 
days.

Civilian, Couple of 
AP Officers Picked 
for Landing on Moon

WASHINGTON (AP) - A ci- 


vilian and two Air Force colo» 
nels who have walked In space 
will fly the Apollo 11 mission, 
the first scheduled attempt by 
the United States to land men 
on the the moon. 


The civilian astronaut, Nell A. 


Armstrong, will command the 
spacecraft, tentatively set for 
launching In July, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration said Thursday, in an- 
nouncing the selection of the 
crew. 


Armstrong and Col. Edwin E. 


Aldrin Jr. are to descend to the 
moon in a Lunar Module from 
the main spacecraft. The main 
spacecraft will remain In lunar 
orbit, piloted by Lt. Col. Mi- 
chael Collins. 


Armstrong, who has survived 


two near disasters since becom- 
ing an astronaut in 1963, is a 
former test pilot for the XI5 
rocket plane and was a Navy 
combat flier during the Korean 
War. 


In choosing the three 38-year- 


old space veterans for the mis- 
sion, NASA passed up the Apollo 
8 astronauts who made the first 
lunar orbital flights last month. 


But two of these, Navy Capt. 


James A. Lovell Jr. and Air 
Force Lt. Col. William A. An- 
ders, have been named to the 
Apollo 11 backup crew. The oth- 
er, Air Force Col. Frank Bor- 
man, 
is 
being assigned to 


ground work at his own request. 
He will become deputy director 
of crew flight operations. 


Rookie astronaut Fred Haise 


Is the third man on the backup 
crew. 


Space agency officials did not 


say why Anders and Lovell 
were not named to the Apollo 11 
mission, but the NASA practice

qualified for them. 


The Apollo 11 launch date Is 


July 15, but when it goes de- 
pends upon the results of the 
Apollo 9 and 10 missions. 


Apollo 9, now set for launch 


Feb. 28, will be an earth orbit of

and Aldrin 


are to land on the moon. 


It will be the first manned test 


flight of the capsule, and if all 
goes perfectly, NASA officials 
saysthere wiU be no need for 
Apollo 10. This test, now sched- 
uled for May 17, would be a 
moon orbit of the lunar module. 
If it is skipped, the Apollo 11 
flight may be moved up to mid-

The Saigon government put 


South Vietnamese losses last 
year at 17,486 killed. The U. S. 
Command has not released offl? 
cial figures for the year, but 
American battle deaths through 
Dec. 28were 14,521. 


Despite Its claim of heavy 


losses suffered by the enemy, 
the government in a yea rend re- 
view estimated 
total enemy" 


strength at 300,100 Viet Cong, 
North Vietnamese and political 
cadre. It claimed 151,000 North 
Vietnamese troops had Infiltrat- 
ed the South In 1968— an assess- 
ment vastly different from unof- 
ficial U. S. estimates of 225,000 
to 230,000 men. 


The U. S. Command does not
